2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have a high- volume, wall mountable air 
sanitation apparatus as claimed by Applicant in claim 1 or an apparatus as claimed by Applicant 
in claim 14 or a wall mountable method for treating a large volume of air as claimed by 
Applicant in claim 19 or a wall mountable method for treating air as claimed by Applicant in 
claim 22. 

3. Reisfeld discloses the use of titanium dioxide in the target, but there is no presence of 
either copper or silver. The impurities in titanium dioxide do not typically include silver or

the titanium dioxide would not be obvious.
